Please  transmit 
the  results  of  such,  including  information  not  strictly 
covered  by  the  Leahy  Amendment,  to  Embassy. 

1.3 . The  proposed  candidates  will  coordinate  with  the 

administrative  staff  and  provide  training  to  students  at  the 
Confederation  of  Central  American  Armed  Forces  Peacekeeping 
Center  in  Coban,  Guatemala,  from  April  9-28,  2007.  The
